McBride Photo Nearly Traps ins 


Federal postal authorities and 
the Federal Bureau: of Investiga- 
tion are hot on the heels of Dan- 
iel Jerome McBride, 31, coin deal- 
er. wanted on at least 30 mail 
fraud complaints, thanks to Coin 
World’s alert readers in Reading, 
Pennsylvania. 


Sharp-eyed members of the 
Reading Coin Club recognized a 
November 17 Coin W or!d photo- 
graph of McBride, who disappear- 
ed in Washington, D. C. May 2, as 
the club’s new member, “Ned E. 
Davis.” 

(The November 17 photograph 
and a detailed description of Mc- 
Bride was published in Coin 
World in cooperation with J. W. 
Davis, postal inspector at the At- 
lanta Post Office Departmen.t 


(Opportunity for this public serv- 
ice developed during a routine edi- 
torial check of progress in the Mc- 
Bride case, following its Washing- 
ton stalemate.) 


A Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion agent was in the Sidney, 
Ohio, offices of Coin World No- 
vember 22 to up-date the FBI file 
on McBride’s activities. 

“We want to locate him, and 
talk with him,” the FBI agent 
said as he indicated there could 
be fraud by wire somewhere 
along the line. 


“There is no federal violation 
involving coins,’ the agent dis- 
closed, ‘‘but fraud by wire is a 
federal offense.” 


An over-enthused junior mem- 
ber of the club challenged Davis- 
McBride at a November 21 meet- 
ing of the club. He agreed there 
was a likeness but denied any con- 
nection. 


He lingered, however, only long 


. enough to close out his checking 


account and safety deposit box be- 
fore he vanished from Reading oa 
November 22! 


The one-time Atlanta, Georgia, 
coin dealer left behind him a new 
coin store at 836 Penn Street in 
Reading, a token number of coins 
and supplies and a ‘“‘fiancee’’ who 
suffered from shock when postal 
authorities and detectives from 
Reading advised her of ‘Davis’ 
alleged identity. 

(McBride’s wife in Atlanta, a 
bride of six months when he disap- 
peared in Washington last spring, 
was convinced he met with foul 
play, according to officials.) 


McBride also left behind his 
trailer and a phony check written 
in payment for his store rent; two 
previous rent checks were alright, 
according to Police Detective Wal- 
ter Nawoccenski of Reading who 
shared the investigation duties 
with Reading Postal Inspector 
Robert Ramsdell. 

Officials said McBride’s shop 
was located at 836 Penn Street in

Chairman Schilling suffered a 
massive heart attack on Satur- 
day afternoon of the conclave and 
died the same day at Mount Car- 
mel Hospital in Defroit. 


Paul Schilling, a 47-year-old ac-', 
countant. resided at 16554 Trinity, 
Avenue ir. Detroit 

A nationally known numisma- 
tist, specializing in United States 
coins, Schilling had a great love 
for coins and worked diligently 
in all numismatic activities. 


“He was always willing to aid 
inform and encourage other col- 
lectors,”’ his grieving fellow col- 
lectors said in tribute 

“The success of the convention 
resulted primarily from his ad- 
vanced planning and his diligent 
and continued efforts,”’ commit- 
tee members who served with him 
said. 


He attended nearly all of the 
major numismatic conventions 
throughout the United States and 
in most instances had a bourse 
table 

He was a long time member 
of the American Numismatic As- 
sociation. 


A past president of both the 
Michigan State Numismatic So- 
ciety and the Detroit Coin Club, 
he was serving as secretary of 
the Detroit Coin Club and a mem- 
ber of the board of governors of 
both Central States Numismatic 
Society and the Michigan State 
Numismatic Society 

He had served as general chair- 
man of all of the Michigan State 
Numismatic Society conventions 
held in Detroit, and had been 
selected as general chairman of 
the American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation convention to be held ina 
Detroit in August of 1962

Reading; its name was “Davis 
Hobbies, coins and toys,”’ and his 
business card read: ‘“‘We buy old 
coins.” 


He opened the shop about six 
months ago, and one of his first 
acts after he arrived in Reading 
was to purchase a $4,500 automo- 
bile. His home address was 400 
Midland Avenue, Stony Creek, 
Reading. 

Reading police want him spe- 
cifically on a bad check count— 
federal postal authorities on a 
series of mail fraud counts. 


Postal Inspector J. W. Davis in 
Atlanta, Georgia, said an all 
points warrant and circular had 
been issued in an effort to tighten 
the ring around McBride. 

Both Reading officials and In- 
spector Davis were optimistic 
about current leads. 


“A good lesson when you catch 
a big fish is not to play with 
him,” said Cyrus Rhode, a mem- 
ber of the Reading club. ‘‘Report 
suspicions promptly to local po- 
lice or postal authorities. 


“Had Davis been reported that 
evening, November 21, he would 
be behind bars now and collectors 
would be better off for his rid- 
dance.” 


McBride disappeared May 2 with 
a reported $15,000 on his person 
in Washington, D.C., leaving be- 
hind the luggage, his checkbook 
and most of his clothing at the 
Hotel Washington. 

He was in the capital to buy 
$2400 worth of new cents for Ray- 
mond Kotansky, a Streater, Ill, 
coin dealer. 


McBride, who had a good repu- 
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tation, according to a check with 
some of his associates, failed to 
claim money orders and tele- 
graphed funds totaling $6,000 wait- 
ing for him at the Washington 
hotel. 

Mrs. McBride in Atlanta hired 
private detectives to join in the 
search for her husband to aid the 
missing persons bureau in Wash- 
ington. 

Another Reading numismatist, 
Robert Gerber, told Coin World 
he recognized “Davis” right 
away from the Coin World photo- 
graph. 

“He fit the description to his 
bow tie,’ said Gerber. 

“I still wasn’t positive, so when 
I returned home I dug up the 
June 2 issue......then I was more 
positive.” 

Gerber checked the American 
Numismatic Association’s direc- 
tory for a Ned Davis, but found 
none. The Reading collector noti- 
fied the Atlanta postal inspector 
and the postal official in Reading. 
The Reading police was alerted 
by Inspector Ramsdell. 

Gerber said McBride tacked a 
sign on the door of his store 
which read, ‘‘Gone to Philadel- 
phia, Pa., Ned.”’ Later he is re- 
ported to have telephoned a 
friend that he was in New York 
with a broken leg. 

*“‘He bought coins on credit and 
has some local collectors hook- 
ed,”’ Gerber advised Coin World.

A man with an international 
reputation as an authority on fi- 
nancial, mint, precious metals and 
coinage systems is Dr. F. Leland 
Howard, assistant director of the 
United States Mint. 

Dr. Howard has advised the 
governments of Germany, Japan, 

\ Peru, India and Australia in his 
soft, southern accents on a series 
of highly specialized areas. 

His most recent consultation was 
an invitation by the Australian 
government to Dr. Howard to be 
their guest and report on a deci- 
mal coinage system and the re- 
constitution of the coinage system’ 
in Australia. 

A veteran of nearly 27 years in 
the Mint service, genial Dr. How- 
ard, who projects a _ personality 
centered by a hard core of know- 
ledge and experience, started as 
an auditor. 

He rose through the ranks as 
pudget officer, field examiner, 
head of the silver unit, adminis- 
trative assistant to the director 
and to his high post in 1938 as 
assistant and often as acting di- 
rector of the United States Mint. 

The army called upon Dr. How- 
ard for his advice in 1945—and he 
went to Germany to study the pre- 
cious metals program there. 
Swiftly his services were required 
in the same capacity by the eighth 
army in Japan. 

Down South America way went 
Dr. Howard in 1951 when the Peru- 
vian officials needed advice about 
their government’s financial and 
Mint matters. 

In 1957 Dr. Howard headed a 
mission to India for the purpose 
of negotiating the return of lend- 
lease silver. 

The University of Kentucky 
claims Dr. Howard—he received 
a B.S. degree from its College of 
Commerce. His master and doc- 
tor’s degrees were received in 
economics from the University of 
Virginia. 

His first teaching experiences 
did not involve world govern- 
ments—he taught accounting at 
the University of Virginia and 
various subjects at Columbus Uni- 
versity’s night school in Washing- 
oon.  D..c. 

Dr. Howard is a_ native of 
Hodgenville, Kentucky, born Au- 
gust 21, 1907, the son of Joseph 
Benedict and Florence Howard. 

He married Edith Owen Sisk; 
their daughters are Anne Dudley, 
Nancy Lee and Elizabeth Mar- 
shall. 

The Mint executive, a member 
of the Presbyterian church, is af- 
filiated with the Beta Gamma Sig- 
ma, Phi Sigma Kappa and Delta 
Sigma Pi fraternities.

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Tribute To A Manager 


’ Paul Schilling was one of the hardest workers at a 
coin convention. He would manage, he would labor, he 
would watch the thousands of minute details that always 

»_ needed someone’s attention and al- 
: ways the little details meant the 
s success of a convention. 

For the last several years every 
convention in the Detroit area bore 
the Schilling mark. He was called 
upon to guide the activity of com- 
mittees and usually to chairman the 
convenion. All his effort was giv- 
en unselfishly. His own coin shop 
or bourse table went unattended 
hours at a time while he was do- 
ing something for others. 

Paul loved conventions. The 
gatherings brought many of his 

! friends to Detroit. He was excited 
Dick Johnson from the moment the early dealers 
atrived until the last display case was packed for ship- 
ment. His own enthusiasm spread to those who worked 
with him and it lightened the job when he was around. To 
convention visitors the bald man with the round face al- 
ways had a smile and a kind word for everyone. 
Last week Paul Schilling died . .. at a coin con- 
vention. 


What’s In A Name? 


Several dealers starting new coin businesses in the 
last two months have asked us about names. What is a 
good name for our business,” they ask, and “What should 
be avoided?” 

My first answer to these inquiries were: don’t choose 
names like several dealers have done recently, that imply 
the proprietor is crazy, insane or mentally unbalanced. 
Coin dealers are selling collector’s items, not used cars. 
There is no need for a “Crazy Sam The Used Car Man” in 
numismatics. 

Dealers should give some thought to the image they 
create in collectors’ minds. This image is a composite of 
all the things that come in contact with a collector that 
bears the dealer’s imprint: his advertising, his stationery, 
his appearance at conventions, his relations with his cus- 
tomers. 

When you choose your business name, Mister Dealer, 
you are creating one of the keystones of your operation, 
and therefor your success. Choose a name well. 

Three questions should be answered by every new 
dealer: What are you going to stock? Whom are you going 
to sell to? What type of dealership are you going to op- 
erate? 

The answers to these questions will determine if your 
business will be primarily mail order sailes, over-the- 
counter business, or concentrated on conventions. 


Too often the new dealer will say: “I want to do all 
these, I want to stock everything,” and he will name his 
business: Ye Old Coin Shoppe. He might do better to spe- 
cialize in a narrower field, concentrate on one type of sell- 
ing, and choose a better name. 

But what is a good name? As a rule of thumb, use 
your own name! You can never go wrong dealing under 
your own name. 


When you open a shop you may wish to name it some- 
thing different, and many dealerships are incorporating 
these days. New problems arise in choosing a name. 

; An important point is to develop your own individu- 
ality, don’t duplicate or simulate an established dealer’s 
name. We have some three thousand coin dealers in our 
files. Possibly half of these are non-personal names. If 
you wish to write us in advance of choosing a name, we 
would be happy to see if your chosen name is undupli- 
cated. 

Use your imagination, your own likes and dislikes, 
your own tastes. Make your name mean you! But be sure 
you are creating the image you want to create. 
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Letters To The Editor 


Your editorial, ‘‘et’s stop these 
thefts,’’ (was) very poignant. The 
gorget advertised so well by in- 
surance under the banner of ‘‘the 
public is assured of insurance”’ 
falls far short of ampleness when 
we read that Melvin Came’s in- 
surance policy was cancelled aft- 
er the first robbery. 

In marine insurance does an in- 
surance company cancel out its 
policy or policies if a shipping 
company loses one boat in its 
fleet? 

In land insurance does an in- 
surance company cancel its policy 
or policies if an assured falls off 
the ladder while painting his 
house? 

Then why should the insurance 
company pick up its option to can- 
cel on a robbery involving coins? 
To have done what they did while 
Mr. Came was on the high seas, 
between destinations, is hard to 
understand. Had Mr. Came the 
knowledge that he had no insur- 
ance or would lose his right to 
be insured, would he have under- 
taken a trip to a far distant city 
to show his expensive wares? 
Maybe he should see his lawyer. 

Isn’t it time that the gentlemen 
of the coin fraternity appointed a 
committee to confer with in- 
surance authorities in an effort to 
get a ‘‘packaged policy,” non-can- 
cellable except for fraud, and one 
that would deal with the present 
exigencies, 

Surely for a fee even these 
cloistered vice presidents known 
as actuaries could “slide rule” 
themselves an answer. 

The coin world is growing by 
leaps and bounds and will con- 
tinue to do so. Why even some in- 
surance company agents try their 
darndest to build a string of poli- 
cies around a coin collectors’ pos- 
sessions and bill it as a com- 
plete home owners’ policy. 

Why not a complete coin deal- 
ers’ policy—the kind that is kind 
to the assured when he really 
needs it most.

only heavy duty aluminum foil 
wrap and common toothpicks! 

Practice a bit first. Take a coin 
with lots of detail and lay it on 
a table. Cut a generous square 
of square foil to cover the coin, 
trying to get a relatively smooth 
piece without a lot of wrinkles. 
Most foil has a dull and also a 
shiny side. To get away from dis- 
tracting reflections in the finished 
bas-relief, place the shiny side 
down against the coin. 


Bridging your fingers across the 
coin, hold the foil taut but not 
drum head tight. With your fore 
finger rub the foil over the coin 
to establish position and to start 
the pattern. Now take the large 
end of a common toothpick (not 
the sharpened fancy kind) and 
using the approximate center of 
the coin as a starting point work 
around the coin with firm out- 
ward strokes. This will tend to 
further establish pattern and move 
any surplus slack foi] to rim of 
the coin. Run forefinger over coin 
and especially around the rim. 

Now use the small end of the 
toothpick, and let’s hope you have 
picked one that is fairly fine but 
not sharp. Hold it well upright 
and scrub all over the coin in 
every which direction. Over dates 
and mottos try to outline the let- 
ters and go into spaces of “E’’s, 
“U"’s etc. that are open. You can 
spot missed places with a glass... 
but don’t lift your cotton pickin’ 
coin holding fingers or the coin 
might shift. 


Go over the whole coin finally 
with even diagonal strokes and, 
presto!, we have a perfect bas- 
relief of our coin to mail. It shows 
all the beauty of the original plus, 
alas, every nick, scratch, or dent, 
The bas-relief is so faithful, in 
fact, that it is possible to grade a 
coin from it. 

By placing a coin between a 
folded piece of foil and rubbing 
between the fingers to first es- 
tablish pattern and position, it is 
possible to do both sides of a coin, 
one after the other. 


Some may like to hold the coin 
in a plastic holder and wrap the 
foil around it to retain it in place. 
Experiment a bit. Ideally, the foil 
should be retained a la embroid- 
ery hoop so it won't shift, yet not 
so tight that it bridges tautly 
from rim to rim of the coin. 

The writer had hoped to have 
time to experiment with fixing 
these basreliefs more perman- 
ently by filling the reverse with 
buttered on plaster of paris or 
other poured material. Perhaps, 
sone of tie many bright readers | 
of Coin World will come up with | 
variations or improvements of | 
this method and share their find- 
ings with other coin hobbysts.

To the beginner, that jargon 
may not have made too much 
sense. But our correspondent had 
picked up a hint that a Wichita 
woman, perhaps handy with an 
engraving tool, was able to 
“create’”’ phony rare coins. 





Passing up the illegal or down- 
right criminal aspects for the 
moment, what on earth would any- 
one want with a phony rare 
date? The 1914-D (Denver mint) 
cent, offered at $2 or $3 just a 
few years ago, now brings up to 
$15 to $20 in only fair to good 
condition, when bought from a 
dealer. The 1909 San Francisco 
Mint cent, bearing the mintmark 
S, is less scarce but lists at $6 
or $7 in dealers’ catalogues. When 
the 1909-S cent has the initials 
VDB on the bottom of the tails 
side, it’s even more scarce. 

We replied to the Kansas City 
writer — since he included a 
stamped-addressed envelope: 


“We do not know about the wom- 
an counterfeiter—in fact, your in- 
formation is the first we had on 
the subject. If we had this infor- 


‘mation, we would not forward it, 


but would notify police and coin 
collectors. 

“Most of the altered date coins 
we have seen would not fool a be- 
ginning collector, kt alone one 
who has been at the hobby a few 
years. Anyone buying a coin for 
$15—more or less—should exam- 
ine the coin carefully. Most col- 
lectors use magnifying glasses in 
examining prospective purchases. 

“So where would you sell a 
phony coin? To some child who 
saved for months in order to buy 
a coin to fill that gaping opening 
in his Lincoln cent album? To 
some man or woman who took up 
coin collecting just a few months 
ago and doesn’t even suspect 
phonies exist?’

“I have a 1959 Jefferson nickel 
which appears to have chin whis- 
kers on Jefferson’s face? Is this 
a variety? Picture enclosed.”

ANSWER: The unshaven ap- 
pearance of Jefferson’s chin 
seems to have been caused by an 
imperfect die. Most of the coin 
dies break down or wear out soon- 
er or later, and the coins will be 
affected thereby. Normally, coins 
with die breaks or other imperfec- 
tions are not considered ‘‘varie- 
ties’, unless the imperfections are 
spectacular in one way or anoth- 
er. See reply to Mrs. Hames, 
above. 


“T have a 1959-D Lincoln with 
no dot after ‘‘Unum” in the mot- 
to. fs this significant? My coin is 
‘uncixculated.” 

Joe J. Davich, Santa Monica, 
California. 

ANSWER: Chances are that the 
missing dot was caused by a 
filled die which happens fairly 
frequently, the best known ex- 
ample being the 3-legged Buffalo 
nickel, Other answers in this col- 
umn also apply to your question. 
We would say offhand that it is 
not a ‘‘spectacular”’ error. 


“Going over $25 worth of new

Rehoboam king. But tribes of 
Israel revolted and formed the 
Northern Kingdom of Israel with 
Shechem as its first capital. Later 
the Samaritans attempted to make 
Shechem the rival of Jerusalem. 

The temple-fortress in Shechem 
destroyed by Abimelech was first 
uncovered by a German expedition 
in 1926. The building was about 
70 by 85 feet, with walls that were 
17 feet thick. Following the Ger- 
man discovery of the building, 
its purpose and date became 
controversial. But the leaders of 
the new expedition believe that 
the temple is the site destroyed 
by Abimelech and the time has 
now been pinpointed at about 
1150 B. C. 


The calculation was made on 
the basis of pottery fragments 
found in the ruins. Many frag- 
ments of typical twelfth century 
B. C. Hebrew pottery were found, 
but not a trace of Philistine pot- 
tery (which is found at other 
ancient sites in Israel) of the 
period between 1150 and 1000 
B. C. when the Philistines conquer- 
ed much of the Holy Land. 

The expedition also discovered 
that three buildings mentioned in 
the biblical account—the ‘house 
of Baal-berith,”’ the ‘house of 
Millo” and the ‘“‘tower of Sechem”’

On June 26th, 1959, the official 
opening of the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way by Queen Elizabeth II, queen 
of Canada, and President Eisen- 

hower of the United States took 
place at the St. Lambert lock, 
most easterly of the seven locks of 
Montreal to Lake Ontario section 
of the Seaway. Five locks were 
built by Canada and two locks 
were built by the United States. 

In addition to the locks for Sea- 
way traffic of ocean going and 
lake vessels, near the former rap- 
ids was built the long Sault dam 
creating a man-made lake 30 
miles long, part of which made 
possible by joint participation of 
New York State and the Province 
of Ontario a hydro development 
of 2,200,000 horse power divided 
about equally and there are plans 
for further expansion. 


From Lake Ontario to Lake 
Erie the Welland Canal, compris- 
ing a further eight locks, is part 
of the Seaway enabling salt wa- 
ter traffic to reach Detroit—north 
of Detroit the United States is 
now deepening the canal to 27 
feet which in about two years will 
allow larger vessels to go straight 
through to Chicago, Port Arthur 
and Fort William near the very 
heart of the North American con- 
tinent. 

The lock at Sault Ste. Marie 
makes a total of 16 locks in the 
entire Seaway with a total drop of 
580 feet. 


Thus, ocean going vessels can 
come about 2,200 miles from the 
Atlantic ocean into the interior 
enabling 80 per cent of the world’s 
salt water fleet to bring imports 
from all the world and take out 
vast quantities of manufactured 
foods, some vessels carrying over 
one million bushels of grain from 
the prairies, to all points on the 
globe.

Writer Theorizes 1960 Date 
Furor May Soon Be Forgotten 


By James G. Johnson 


A lot has been said and written 
about the small date varieties of 
Lincoln cents, and the publicity 
is probably responsible for the ad- 
dition of a good many new collec- 
tors to the ranks. 

Now, some sharp-eyed or mag- 
nifier-using people are making 
splashes with small-motto dimes 
and large and small date nickels. 


I have no quarrel with them. 
In fact, one of my favorite pur- 
suits is examining large cents to 
identify the great many varieties 
that Newcomb describes. I think 
I have even found a couple that 
he didn’t. 

There are variety collectors. 
There are ‘specialists’ in a given 
series who stress the number of 
varieties they can locate. (Inci- 
dentally, someone defined a spec- 
ialist as a person who knows 
more and more about less and 
*less—but let’s not go into that). 


I have nothing against variety 
collectors or collectors who look 
for varieties on the side, as I do 
with my large cents. There is a 
definite place for them in numis- 
matics, and what else can you call 
the ‘“‘Collectors of Numismatic Er- 
rors’ who have a society to 
themselves, but variety collectors? 

It has taken me quite a space 
to reach my point, which is this: 
some varieties last, some have 
books written about them. Some 
don’t. How many collectors know 
that there is a distinct variety of 
the 1934 Philadelphia mint Wash- 
ington quarter. 

Its existence was one of the first 
things I learned as a beginning 
collector some years ago, when C. 
D. Clark of Akron, Ohio, who 
taught me a lot, described it to me 
as a “‘light motto” variety. I have 
since heard it called “type of 
1932”, which is the kind of des- 
cription used for large cents and 
s¢ems to fill the bill, 

Once in a while I have seen this 
light motto quarter listed in auc- 
tion catalogues, but very rarely, 
although I might have missed 
some listings since I don’t habit- 
ually look for it. And not too long 
ago it was touched on, briefly, in 
some coin paper or other, with a 
discussion of its comparative rar- 
ity in Uncirculated condition.

But a year or two ago, when I 
happened to meet R, S. Yeoman, 
editor of the well-known ‘“‘Red 
book’’, and asked him about it, he 
said he had never heard of it. So, 
what price varieties? 

Here is another example. I 
picked up a fairly old coin check 
list, published maybe 50 years ago 
or so. The 1866 Shield nickel was 
listed in two. varieties, ‘‘small 
date, large motto’, and “large 
date, small motto’, 


At a recent Colorado convention 
I asked quite a few collectors if 
they had ever heard of it, and only 
one, a real “old timer’, had a 
vague recollection. What price 
varieties? 

As for misplaced mintmarks, 
reference the high and low ‘‘D” 
now being chased up and down 
the Lincoln cents of 1960, I learned 
about them, early. When I wrote 
Lee Hewett about a “‘tilted’’ D on 
a 134 cent, he said that mint 
marks could be found anywhere 
marks could be foud anywhere 
on the coin and positions were of 
little significance. I believed him 
then, and I believe him now. But 
I certainly have no objection if 
anybody wants to collect displaced 
mintmarks. However, I might ask 
them first if they know what is 
the “‘correct”’ position? 


Not long ago when I was “play- 
ing’’ at being a coin dealer, I 
sorted out a batch of Mercury 
dimes. Among them were 20 or 
30 1924-S pieces in various condi- 
tions. Looking them over for 
grading, which I do with a high- 
powered microscope, I quickly 
spotted three or four different po- 
sitions of the ‘‘S’’, high, low, and 
sideways, touching the leaf, and 
running away from it, 

I picked out what I “thought” 
was the normal position, and then 
added 10c each to the prices of 
the others. I don’t know whether 
I sold any or not. 


W. B. Doughty wrote a series 
of articles for 
Scrapbook on the topic of mint 
mark positions of Lincoln cents, 
and listed the varieties he had 
found, all the way from 1909 on up. 
It ran through several issues in 
1956-57, with well over 1,000 list- 
ed. 

So, I am wondering if, ten years 
from now, or even five, will any- 
body remember that there was a 
large and small date 1960 Lincoln 
cent or Jefferson nickel. Outside 
of the members of the society of 
“Collectors of Numismatic Er- 
rors’, the specialists, that is. 


I am not an error or variety 
specialist or even collector. But a 
month or so ago, I put together a 
set of varieties of 1955 and 1960 
Lincoln cents and won a blue rib- 
bon with it at the Colorado-Wy- 
oming Numismatic Association 
convention in the “mint error” 
classification. Who am I to quar- 
rel with those who do want to col- 
lect them? 

I may not think too highly of the 
small and large date 1960 coins, 
but whenever I spot one in my 
change I save it! If it is worth a 
small fortune 20 years or so from 
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M.A.N.A. 
Syracuse 4, N. Y.

it is worth only face value, I can 
still spend it. Since saving mon- 
ey is a virtue, why shouldn’t the 
money saved have some numis- 
matic value, possible or prob- 
able? 


We get many letters at Coin 
World askin g about varieties of 
one sort or another, and I try to 
answer them seriously and to the 
best of my knowledge and belief. 
There is room in numismatics for 
variety-collectors as there is for 
the collectors of anything, and no 
one has a right to scoff, be it rolls 
or rolled cents!

In Steubenville, Ohio 


Ray E, Campbell, Steubenville, 
Ohio, president of the Ohio Valley 
Coin Association, was the recent 
victim of a robbery which includ- 
ed his coin collection as well as 
cash. 

“As president of the association, 
my name has appeared recently 
both in local newspapers and in 
numismatic publications. I feel 
that this is probably what led to 
the theft’’, Campbell said. 


While the value of the col- 
lection was under $1,000, it was 
not insured. In a letter to Coin 
World, Campbell stated: 

“Believe me, from now on I 
shall preach coin insurance to my 
club at every opportunity. It is 
cheap, and in cases like mine it 
would certainly ease the blow”. 


In the robbery, the thief struck 
between 5:30 p.m. and 9:55 p.m. 
during an interval in which Camp- 
bell was out of his home. Police 
reported that the house was en- 
tered through a coal cellar win- 
dow, The intruder then forced a 
door to the kitchen. While he was 
in the house, he piled chairs 
against the front door, presumably 
to avoid surprise if the owner 
returned. 


Carmen W. Raimondo, Indiana, 
Pennsylvania, was robbed on No- 
vember 13 of collection of coins 
and currency valued at close to 
$4,000, according to a report to 
Coin World from Police Chief Har- 
ry H. Owens of Indiana.

10 p.m., by forcing a cellar win- 
dow.

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Memento Of Rittenhouse 


David Rittenhouse, first direc- 
tor of the United States mint, has 
been labeled a man who “‘belong- 
ed to the whole human race.” 

This inscription is found on the 
reverse of a bronze medal execut- 
ed by William Barber, mint en- 
graver and high style artist, who 
perpetuated Dr. Rittenhouse’s like- 
ness on the memento. 


“David Rittenhouse,” with his 
date of birth and death is on the 
obverse with the descriptive 
phrase on the reverse. It is said 
this medal cannot be surpassed 
excepting possibly for Duvivier’s 
head of Washington. 

Although Rittenhouse’s health 
caused him to resign as mint 
director in June, 1795, he leaves 
a series of distinctions in history 
aside from his mint directorship. 


His ability as a mathematician 
gained him a surveyor’s appoint- 
ment by the colonial governor 
and he determined the famous 
Mason and Dixon line. 

The caliber of the first director 
ean further be determined in the 
fact that he succeeded Benjamin 
Franklin as president of the Amer- 
ican Philosophical society. 


Henry William Desaussure, a 

lawyer, maintained he had no 
ability as a mint director but 
Secretary of the Treasury Alex- 
ander Hamilton reassured him. 
He was appointed to succeed 
Rittenhouse July 8, 1795, but re- 
signed the following October. 

A literary man next took over 
the manufacture of money — 
Elias Boudinot. He stayed in of- 
fice 11 years. The mint was 
closed, however, for long periods 
during a five-year outbreak of | 
yellow fever. 

Robert Patterson, a native of 


Ireland, appointed January 17, 
1806, was succeeded by Dr. Sam- 


uel Moore in 1824. Dr. Moore was | 
one of the first graduates of Penn | 


university. 
The sixth director of the mint 
was Dr. Robert Maskell Patterson, 


son of the aforementioned Robert | 


Patterson. He took office May 26, 
1835. Coinage production was com- 
pletely revolutionized under his 
jurisdiction, 


The seventh and eighth direc- 
tors of the mint were Dr. George 
N. Eckert and Thomas M. Pettit. 
Dr. Eckert served two years; 
Pettit, appointed in 1853, died 
a few weeks after his appoint- 
ment, 

Dr. James Ross Snowden, ap- 
pointed ninth director June 3, 
1853, is beloved by the numismatic 
world. He directed the publication 
of two volumes — “The Mint 
Manual of Coins of all Nations” 
and “The Medallic Memorials of 
Washington.”’ The latter was a 
description of his own collection. 


Nickel was first coined, a col- 
lection of minerals was added 
and the mint structure was fire- 
proofed under Dr. Snowden’s di- 
rection. 

James Pollock was the 10th 
director and first superintendent 
of the mint. A past governor of 
Pennsylvania, he served in con- 
fress three terms. 


Henry Richard Linderman, di- 
rector and assay chief, wrote the 
coinage act of 1873 and secured 
its passage through congress. He 
was responsible for the trans-

I can, “junior” collectors, and 
deplore a custom I have run 
across in several clubs of setting 
junior members apart from “‘regu- 
lars’, although I do favor reduc- 
ing their membership fees.

be done on a “shoestring”. In 
fact, our collection has cost so 
little over face value, that I am 
almost ashamed — and by now 
we have quite a number of proof 
coins as well as the ‘‘poors’’ 
and we call ourselves the ‘‘shoe- 
string collectors’, 


I'll slip an example in here of 
one method of improving a series, 
and later go into a few others. 
Jimmy saw a bargain in 1909-S 
VDB cents uncirculated at $13, 
and bought two. One went into our 
book, the other we held for a 
few months then sold for $25. So 
the one we kept cost us a dollar! 
We have used that method on 
quite a few of our best coins. 


Filling the holes is what I call 
fun, one of the most enjoyable 
aspects of collecting, and the 
less the coin cost, the more fun! 
Looking through a batch of coins 
for a missing item is like looking 
for “‘buried treasure’’, and finding 
it is cause for rejoicing, just as 
much so if you find a duplicate 
of what you already have. The 
duplicate can always be traded 
for what you don’t have. 

(Keep that buried treasure in 
mind — I really did run across 
one not long ago, and I'll write 
about it one of these weeks.) 


There are certain fundamental, 
tried and true, methods of filling 
the holes, easily summed up. 
Looking at your change when 
you make a purchase in a store 
of course, the simplest. Then 
looking through rolls of circulated 
coins from a bank probably comes 
next. 

Another is having friends who 
help by either looking through 
their own change, or by letting 
you look through their cash re- 
gisters if they are in business as 
I mentioned last week. Let every- 
body you know be aware that 
you want coins, and most of them

will be helpful in one way or 
another, unless they are also 
coin collectors! 

In the latter case, the answer 


is easy — trade. Every collector 
has a few duplicates, and all you 
need is to find somebody who 
has an extra of what you want 
when you have one that he wants.
